Dragons’ Teeth 


On Tuesday evening *two Cabinet 
Ministers dropped hints of an early 
general election in the Free State. Yester 
day everybody was asking whether the 
threat—if we may call it so—was intended 
seriously or simply as a bluff. The general 
belief is that Mr. de-Valera’s Govern- 
ment, alarmed by the possibility of a 
hostile coalition between. United Ireland 
and Labour on the issue of the cost of 
living, is seeking to frighten the Labour 
Party. We do not think that such tactics 
will be successful or that they are neces- 
sary. Mr. Norton, the Labour Party’s 
leader, may not be a statesman, but he 
is gifted with sufficient political cunning 
to know where lies his party’s only hope 
of even second-hand power. So long as 
he clings to the reins of the Fianna Fáil 
chariot, he can claim from his con- 
stituents a share of the credit of Mr. 
de Valera’s achievements. From the 


ment’s. protection he is doomed. It is true 
that, to some extent, the political strategy 
of United Ireland and of the Labour 
Party 1s alike. Both parties have a 
genuine concern—pace Mr. Lemass—for 
the steep rises of prices in the Free State, 
and both are, not unreasonably, ready to 
allot most of the blame to the Govern- 
ment ; but they differ as chalk from cheese 
on the methods that are necessary to 
combat the rise.

Political Myths 


Towards the end of the last century 
philosophers discussed the cause and cure 
of civilisation, and were more than a 
little pessimistic about th: future. Viscount 
Samuel, in his capacity of President of 
the British Institute of Philosophy, has 
been discussing the same problem, but he 
finds no cause for either despair or jubila- | 
tion. There was much talk about the 
perils which beset our civilisation, he 
said, when the real danger was that the 


they meant. by civilisation. A,Jlack of 
accepted standards in morals and ‘politics |. 
had led thought into chaos, action into 
confusion, and had produced. the world of 
to-day, Those who view the world to-day 
with tired eyes and pessimistic minds 
stress the evils of the civilisation by which 
we are surrounded, and may .come to 
believe that it offers little that is not 
evil. People of earlier ages, could they 
re-visit the scenes of ti.eir former labours, 
would probably be more favourably im- 
pressed. We have our wars and rumours 
of wars; they had their more or less 
permanent warfare. We have poverty and 
destitution ; we have no longer what Lord 
Samuel called, when referring to earlier 
centuries, “ a brilliant garment on a body 
dirty and diseased.” We still have wide- 

spread ignorance; we have no longer the 
unchecked diseases and ghastly epidemics 
from which earlier ages suffered with the 
constancy of martyrdom. In spite of this. 
material advance, there is still something 
missing in our contemporary civilisation ; 
and this Lord Samuel finds in the absence 
of « philosophic synthesis, Thinking, 

perhaps, of that unity which Europe once 
enjoyed under the medieval synthesis of 
religion, philosophy and government, Lord 
Samuel expressed his belief that the con- 
dition of ‘the world would improve only 
with the acceptance of a new philosophy 
based upon the discoveries of science, Few 
philosophers will be content to found their 
faith upon the shifting sands of scientific 
premise, and Lord Samuel himself 
insists that the civilisation te come 
cannot be maithe He envisaged 
a time when the “fictional - abstrao- 
tions” shall have lost their . potency, 

and the political myths shall have 
ceased to dominate the minds of mankind. 
Then people no longer will be willing to 
surrender the right to think for them- 
selves. At present there is no agreement 
upon what civilisation is intended to con- 
tain or to represent.’ The Fascist con- 
demns the culture of Russia; finding in 
Sovietism ...t civilisation at all, but rather 
the embodiment of the forces “í destruc- 


ty! a ate

Of this number only 160,000 are capable 
of full work, and actually only 87,000 can 
be regarded as completely unemployed. 
When one realises that there are nearly 
70,000,000 people in Germany the impor- 
tance of these figures becomes obvious. 
Satan finds some mischief still for idle 
hands to do, and Herr Hitler is 
determined that the number of idle hands 
shall be reduced to a minimum. It is not 
necessary to point out that there are two 
sides to the picture. In spite of the 
enormous reduction in unemployment 


the Winterhilfe campaign this shows 
no sign of becoming easier. Many more 
people are at work, but hundreds of 
thousands of them are working for a 
pittance. It must be remembered that 
there are no trade unions in Germany; 
there are no strikes or lock-outs, and the 
workers’ wages are just what the Govern- 
-ment desires them to be. From the stand- 
point, let us say, of a Free State artisan, 
conditions in Germany approximate to 
slave labour. Nevertheless, they seem to suit 
the. Germans, and, after all, that is what 
really matters. Any kind of job at almost 
any rate of pay is better than nothing. 
Such, at least, is Herr Hitler’s point of 
view, for which much can be said.

| The Portuguese Alliance 


A short time ago it was decided by ihe 
Governments of Great Britain and 
Portugal that there should be series of 
talks between naval, military and air 
force experts of their respective countries, 
these to take place in Portugal. The 
arrangement was held up more than once, 
but no reason was given, and now it 
appears that the talks are again post- 
poned, nominally until next spring, 
though the impression is that they may 
not take place at all. The reason is said 
to be that pressure has been brought to 
bear from Rome, and this has been of 
| such a character that the Portuguese 
Government came to the decision that the 
talks would not be opportune at the 
present time. It is no secret that it had 
been hoped here, in pursuance of the terms 
of the long-standing alliance between 
Great Britain and Portugal, to obtain an 
extended use of naval and air bases in 
Portugal and in the Portuguese Colonies 
for the mutual advantage and protection 
of the two countries, should occasion 
arise. 


Chiang Kai-shek for the Front 


General Chiang Kai-shek, who has been 
Prime Minister of China for some time, 
has determined to resign his office to 
command the Chinese armies against 
Japan. He is already Commander-in- 
Chief of the Forces, but desires to be a 
real soldier while the war lasts. The 
General, who was educated in Japan, and 
therefore has a good knowledge of the 
Japanese mentality, was a discovery of 
the famous Dr. Sun Yat-sen, and on he 
coming a Minister he reorganised the 
Chinese armies. i rting Russian and 
German instructors for this purpose. He 

gs. no doubt, an intimate know- 
edge of warfare; but with the troops he 
has to command it is doubtful whether 
he will be able to overcome the invader, 
though time will be on his side. China 
is so enormous that retreat can go on for 
months, while the Japanese lines of com- 
munication will have to be extended 
almost indefinitely. The Japanese, how- 
ever, are still reported to be making a 
successful advance, and the fall of 
Tsinan-fu. the capital of Shantung, is 
expected shortly. 


The House of Hesse 


The Grand Ducal family of Hesse, most 
of the members of which were killed 
yesterday in the terrible air disaster in 
Belgium, is one of the most distinguished 
in Germany. The grandfather of the present 
Grand Duke, who was married this morn- 
ing, was the only one of the German 
Princes who did not abdicate in November, 
1918. It is related in the Frening 
Standard to-day that, when rioting broke 
out in Darmstadt, the Grand Duke and 
Grand Duchess walked calmly into their 
throne room, and when an angry mob of 
soldiers and sailors forced its way into 
the palace it found its ruler seated on 
his throne. ‘I can see no Hessian 
uniforms among you,” said the Grand 
Duke, “but you will form a committee 
and tell me what you want. In the mean- 
time. as no one has ever been to the palace 
without being entertained, my wife will 
make you tea.’ Order was at once 
restored, and the mob sat down to tea in 
the palace they had come to loot. The 
Grand Duke continued to live in his 
palace, and, though no le a reigning

DUDLEY NURSES 
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GALWAY T.D. HELPS SCHEME 


The good work which is being done by the 
Lady Dudley Nursing Scheme was emphasised 
at a meeting in Clifden on Sunday last. In 
1905 the first nurse was appointed under the 
scheme at Carna, largely through the efforts 
of the late Rev. Canon McHugh, P.P., who 
was a friend of the late Lady Dudley. Soon 
afterwards four other nurses were appointed, 
and the usefulness of the scheme at once was 
recognised. To-day there are 47 nurses in the 
‘Free State, 16 being in Connemara. The work 
of the scheme is carried on under the Presi- 
dency of Geraldine Countess of Mayo, 
assisted by Mrs. Berridge, Mrs. Monahan and 
Mrs. Teacher.
